TO FIT 6 to 1 2 MONTHS

MATERIALS 


Fontana 3-ply Baby Wool 

Wool required 

Complete set 2 ozs 

Made separately 

Bonnet 1 oz 

Mittens i oz 

I pair each Nos 10 and 12 Paragon 
knitting needles. Ribbon as required. 


MEASUREMENTS 


To fit 6 to 12 months. 


TENSION 


1 \ sts to 1 inch. 

See paragraph marked Important 
below. 


ABBREVIATIONS 


See page 8. 

THE BONNET 

Using No 12 needles, cast on 85 sis and 
work 8 rows in garter st. 

Change to No 10 needles and work in 
patt as follows:— 

1st row: K 3, * m 1. k 2, si I. k 2 tog 
psso. k 2. m 1. k 1: rep from * until 10 
sts rem, m 1, k 2, sl 1, k 2 tog. psso, 
k 2. m 1. k 3. 

2nd and every alt row: K 3, p until 3 
sts rem. k 3. 

3rd row: K 4. * m I. k I. sl I, k 2 log, 
psso. k 1, m I, k 3: rep from * until 9 
sts rem. m I. k I. sl 1, k 2 tog, psso, k 1, 
m 1, k 4. 

5th row: K 5. * m I. sl 1, k 2 tog, psso. 
ni 1. k 5; rep from * until 8 sts rem, m 1, 
sl 1. k 2 tog, psso, m 1, k 5. 

6th row: As 2nd row. 

Rep these 6 rows 3 times. (24 rows in 
all). Now work 6 rows in stst (still keep¬ 
ing 3 sts at each end of work in garter st 


as a border), then work the 6 patt rows 
once again, dec I st at the end of the last 
row. (84 sts). 


SHAPE THE BACK 


1st row: * K 10, k 2 tog; rep from * 
to end. 

2nd and every alt row: K 1, p to the 
last st, k 1. 

3rd row: * K 9, k 2 tog; rep from * to 
end. 

5th row: * K 8, k 2 tog; rep from * to 
end. 

Cont in this way. working 1 st less be¬ 
tween the decreasings on every alt row 
until 2 sts are being knitted tog all along 
the row. Break off wool, thread through 
rem sts and fasten olf. 

THE MITTENS 

Using No 12 needles, cast on 43 sts 
and work 8 rows in garter st. Now work 
in patt as follows:— 

1st row: K 2, * ni I. k 2, sl 1, k 2 tog, 
psso. k 2, m I. k 1; rep from * until 1 st 
rem, k I. 

2nd and every alt row: K I, p to the 
last st. k I. 

3rd row: K 3, * m 1, k 1, sl I. k 2 tog, 
psso, k I, ni I. k 3; rep from * to end. 

5th row: K 4, * m 1, sl I, k 2 tog, psso. 
m I, k 5: rep from * ending with k 4. in¬ 
stead of k 5. 

6th row: As 2nd row. 

These 6 rows comprise the patt. Rep 
them once more. (12 rows in all). 

Next row: K 3. * k 2 tog, k 6; rep from 
* to end. (38 sts). 

Next row: P. 

Now work a row of ribbon holes as 
follows:—K 2, * ni I, k I, k 2 tog; rep 
from * to end. 

Next row: P. 

Now shape for thumb:— 

1st row: K 18. inc into each of the 
next 2 sts, k 18. 


IMPORTANT . . . 

To obtain a perfect reproduction of the garments illustrated in this book you MUST read and 
follow the instructions laid down in the paragraphs headed Tension and Materials. These in¬ 
structions are the work of an expert knitter and if followed carefully satisfactory results cannot 
fail to be achieved. 

This paragraph is most important—read it carefully before commencing your garment. You have 
obtained the correct fontana wool, you have obtained the correct needles but to obtain the 
correct measurements it is essential that you work to the tension stated. The rule on the 
back page is for you convenience and guidance. Please use it. We suggest you work a small 
sample in this stitch before commencing the garment, then place the rule across it and see if 
your tension corresponds. If you are unable to obtain the correct tension proceed as follows: 
If you have less stitches than the number stated use a finer needle. If you have more stitches 
than the number stated use a coarser needle. 
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2nd and every alt row: K 1, p to the 
last st. k I. 

3rd row: K 18, inc into the next st, k 2, 
inc into the next st, k 18. 

5th row: K 18, inc into the next st. 
k 4. inc into the next st. k 18. 

Cont in this way, working 2 sts more 
between the increases on every alt row 
until there are 12 extra sts on the needle. 
Work 1 more row. 


THUMB 


K 32, turn and p 14 back. Work in stst 
on these 14 sts for 8 rows. Shape the top 
by knitting 2 tog all along the next row. 
Break wool, thread through rem sts. 
fasten off securely and sew down seam of 
thumb. Rejoin wool at the rem sts, pick 
up and k 2 sts from the base of thumb, k 
18. (38 sts). Now work II rows in stst 
across all sts. 
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SHAPE TOP 


1st row: * K 5, k 2 tog; rep from * 
until 3 sts rem, k 3. 

2nd and every alt row: K 1 , p to the 
last st, k 1. 

3rd row: * K 4, k 2 tog; rep from * 
until 3 sts rem, k 3. 

5th row: * K 3, k 2 tog; rep from * 
until 3 sts rem, k 3. 

7th row: * K 2, k 2 tog; rep from * 
until 3 sts rem, k 3. 

9th row: * K I. k 2 tog; rep from * 
to end. 

Work 1 row. Break wool, thread 
through rem sts, fasten off securely and 
sew down seam of mitten. Make another 
mitten the same. 


MAKE UP 


Press work lightly with a warm iron 
over a damp cloth. Join the back seam of 
bonnet. Press seam and sew on ribbons. 
Press seams of mittens and thread rib¬ 
bon through the holes at wrists. end

MATERIALS 


Fontana 3-plj Baby Wool 

Wool required 2 ozs 

I pair each Nos 10 and 12 Paragon 
knitting needles. Shirring elastic. | 
yd ribbon for bonnet. 


MEASUREMENTS 


To fit birth to 3 months. 


TENSION 


8 sts and 10 rows to I inch on No 10 
needles. 

See paragraph marked Important on 
on page 2. 


ABBREVIATIONS 


See page 8. 

THE BONNET 

Using No 12 needles, cast on 77 sts 
and work in moss st thus: 

1st row: K 1. * p 1. k 1: rep from * 
to end. 

Rep this row 8 times more. 

Next row: M st 7, p 4. inc in next st. 
* p 5. inc in next st: rep from * to last 
11 sts, p 4, m st 7. (87 sts). 

Change to No 10 needles and cont in 
broken moss st with moss st borders thus: 

1st row: M st 7, k 1, * p 1, k 1; rep 
from * to last 7 sts, m st 7. 


Bonnet, Bootees and 

Mens BIRTH to 3 MONTHS 

2nd row: M st 7, p to last 7 sts, ni st 7. 
3rd row: M st 7, p 1, * k 1, p 1; rep 
from * to last 7 sts, m st 7. 

4th row: As 2nd row. 

Rep these 4 rows until work measures 
5 ins, ending with a right side row. 

Next row: M st 7, p 2 tog, p to last 
sts, p 2 tog, m st 7. (85 sts). 


BACK SHAPING 


1st row: * M st 7. si 1, k 2 tog. psso, 
m st 7: rep from * to end. 

2nd and alt rows: M st to end. 

3rd row: * M st 6. si 1, k 2 tog. psso, 
m st 6: rep from * to end. 

5th row: * M st 5, si 1, k 2 tog, psso. 
m st 5; rep from * to end. 

Cont thus working 5 ‘double decs" on 
alt rows until 15 sts rem. 

Next row: * SI 1. k 2 tog, psso; rep 
from * to end. 

Break wool, thread through rem sts, 
draw up and fasten off. 

THE MITTENS 

Using No 10 needles, cast on 43 sts 
and work 5 rows in m st. 

Next row: P to end. 

Cont in broken m st as given for bon¬ 
net, omitting the m st borders, until work 
measures i f ins, ending with a right side 
row. 

Next row: * P 2. p 2 tog; rep from * 
to last 3 sts. p 3. (33 sts). 

Work 4 rows in k I, p 1 rib. 

Cont in m st for 2 \ ins. ending with a 
wrong side row. 


SHAPE TOP 


1st row: (M st 4. work 3 tog, m st 4) 
3 times. 

2nd and alt rows: M st to end. 

3rd row: (M st 3. work 3 tog, m st 3) 
3 times. 

5th row: (M st 2. work 3 tog, m st 2) 
3 times. 

7th row: (Work 2 tog) 7 times, m st I. 

Break wool, thread through rem sts. 
draw up and fasten off. 

THE BOOTEES 

Using No 10 needles, cast on 37 sts 
and work 5 rows in m st. 

Next row: P to end. 

Cont in broken m st as for bonnet, 
omitting the m st borders, until work 
measures 2£ ins, ending with a wrong side 
row. 

Now work 5 rows in k I, p 1 rib. beg 
and ending 1st row with k I and 2nd row 
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wiih p I, thus ending with a right side 
row. 

Next row: M st 24, turn. 

Next row: IVI si 11, turn. 

Work 19 rows in m st on these 11 sis 
for instep. Break off wool. 

With wsf rejoin wool to rem 13 sts and 
m st to the end. 

Next row: M st 13, then pick up and 
k 14 sts along side edge of instep, m st 
across the 11 sts at top. pick up and k 
14 sts along other side, now m st across 
last 13 sts. 

Work 7 rows in m st on these 65 sis. 


SHAPE FOOT 


1st row: Work 2 log, m st 24, work 3 
tog, m st 7, work 3 tog, m st 24, work 2 
tog. (59 sts). 

2nd and every alt row: M st to end.

Model No. 1965 


MATERIALS 


Fontana 3-ply Baby Wool 

Wool required $ oz 

1 pair No 11 Paragon knitting needles. 
Ribbon as required. 


MEASUREMENTS 


To fit 3 to 6 months. 


TENSION 


7j sts to 1 inch. 


ABBREVIATIONS 


See page 8. 

Commence at the foot. 

Cast on 43 sts. 

1st row: K 1 , inc in the next st. k 18. 
inc into each of the next 2 sts, k 19. inc. 
k 1. 

2nd and every alt row: K. 

3rd row: K !, inc into next st, k 19, inc, 
k 2, inc, k 20. inc. k 1. 

5th row: K. 1, inc. k 20, inc, k 4, inc, 
k 21, inc, k 1. 

7th row: K 1. inc. k 21, inc. k 6, inc, 
k 22, inc, k 1. 

9th row: K I. inc, k 22. inc, k 8, inc. 
k 23, inc, k 1. 

K 9 rows without shaping. 


COMMENCE INSTEP SHAPING 


1st row: K 37, k 2 tog, turn. 

2nd row: SI 1, p II. p 2 tog, turn 
3rd row: SI 1. k 11, k 2 tog. turn. 
4th row: SI 1. p 11. p 2 tog, turn, 
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3rd row: Work 2 tog, m st to last 2 
sts, work 2 tog. (57 sts). 

5th row: Work 2 tog, m st 21, work 3 
tog, m st 5, work 3 log, m st 21, work 2 
tog. (51 sts). 

7th row: As 3rd row. 

8th row: M st to end. 

Cast off. 


MAKE UP 


Press work lightly with a warm iron 
over a damp cloth. 

The Bonnet. Join seam of back shap¬ 
ing. Sew on ribbons. 

'['he Bootees. Join leg and foot seams. 
Thread 2 or 3 rows of shirring elastic 
through ankle ribbing on wrong side. 

The Mittens. Join seam. Thread shir¬ 
ring elastic through ribbings as for 
bootees. knd 


Rep the last 2 rows until 41 sts rem. 
then turn, and with right side of instep 
facing, k to end. K 3 more rows. 

Make Ribbonholes: K 1, * m 1 , k 2 
tog; rep from * to end. 

K 3 more rows. Now work in patt as 
follows:— 

1st row: P 2, * k 1, m 1, k 1, p 3: rep 
from * ending p 2, instead of p 3. 

2nd row: K 2, * p 3, k 3; rep from * 
ending k 2, instead of k 3. 

3rd row: P 2, * k 3, then si first k st 
over the other 2 and off the needle, p 3; 
rep from * ending p 2, instead of p 3. 

4th row: K 2, * p 2, k 3; rep from * 
ending k 2. instead of k 3. 

These 4 rows form the patt. Rep them 
4 times more. (20 rows in ali). 

Now k 8 rows for border and cast off. 
Make another bootee the same. 


MAKE UP 


Join leg and foot seams. Press seams. 
Thread with ribbon or crocheted chain,

MATERIALS 


Fontana 3-ply Baby Wool 

Wool required 2 ozs 

1 pair each Nos 10 and 12 Paragon 
knitting needles. 1 Beutron button. I 
medium sized crochet hook. Ribbon as 
required. 


MEASUREMENTS 


To fit birth to 6 months. 


TENSION 


sts to 1 inch. 

See paragraph marked Important on 
page 2. 


ABBREVIATIONS 


See page 8. 

THE HELMET 

Using No 10 needles, cast on 8 sts. K 1 
row and p 1 row. Now inc for the crown 
as follows:— 

1st row: K twice into every st. 

2nd and every alt row. P. 

3rd row: * K into the front and back 
of the 1st st. k 1; rep from * to end. 

5th row: * K into the front and back 
of the 1st st, k 2; rep from * to end. 

7th row: * K into the front and back 
of the 1st st, k 3; rep from * to end. 

Cont in this way, working 1 st more 
between the increases on every alt row 
until there are 88 sts on the needle. P 
back, inc 1 st at the beg of the row. (89 
sts). Work 9 rows in stst inc 1 st at both 
ends of the 3rd row. (91 sts). 

Now commencing with the wrong side 
facing, work the points as follows: — 

1st row: P 9, * k 1. p 17; rep from * 
ending with p 9, instead of p 17. 

2nd row: K 9, * p 1, k 17; rep from * 
ending with k 9, instead of k 17. 

3rd row: P 8, * k 1, p 1, k 1, p 15; 
rep from * ending with p 8, instead of 
p 15. 

4th row: K 8, * p 1, k 1, p 1, k 15; 
rep from * ending with k 8, instead of 
k 15. 

5th row: P 7, * (k 1, p 1) twice, k 1, p 
13; rep from * ending with p 7, instead of 
p 13. 
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6th row: K 7, * (p 1, k 1) twice, p 1. 
k 13; rep from * endinc with k 7, instead 
of k 13. 

7th row: P 6, * (k I, p 1)3 times, k 1. 
p 11; rep from * ending with p 6, instead 
of p 11. 

8th row: K 6, * (p 1, k 1)3 times, p 1. 
k 11; rep from * endinc with k 6. instead 
of k 11. 

9th row: P 5, * (k 1. p 1) 4 times, k I. 
p 9; rep from * ending with p 5, instead 
of p 9. 

10th row: K 5. * (p 1, k 1) 4 times, p 1. 
k 9; rep from * ending with k 5, instead 
of k 9. 

11th row: P 4, * (k 1, p 1) 5 times, k 1. 
p 7; rep from * endinc with p 4, instead 
of p 7. 

12th row: K 4, * (p 1, k 1)5 times, p 1, 
k 7; rep from * endinc with k 4, instead 
of k 7. 

13th row: P 3, * (k 1, p 1) 6 times, k 1, 
p 5; rep from * ending with p 3, instead 
of p 5. 

14th row: K 3, * (p 1, k 1) 6 times, p I. 
k 5; rep from * endinc with k 3, instead 
of k 5. 

15th row: P 2, * (k 1, p 1)7 times, k 1. 
p 3; rep from * endinc with p 2, instead 
of p 3. 

16th row: K 2, * (p 1. k 1)7 times, p 1, 
k 3; rep from * endinc with k 2, instead 
of k 3. 

These 16 rows comprise the patl for 
working the points. Now work in double 
moss st as follows:— 

1st row: P I, * k I, p 1; rep from * 
to end. 

2nd row: K I, * p 1, k 1; rep from * 
to end. 

3rd row: K 1, * p 1, k 1; rep from * 
to end. 

4th row: P 1, * k 1, p 1; rep from * 
to end. 

These 4 rows comprise the patt for 
double moss st. Rep them once more, 
dec 1 st at both ends of the next 2 alt 
rows. (87 sts). 

Next row: Cast off 4, patt 25. cast off 
29, patt 29. 

Next row: Cast off 4, then work on the 
rem 25 sts for the ear flap in double moss 
st, dec 1 st at the beg of every row until 
6 sts rem. Work 2 tog 3 times, work 3 
tog and fasten off. 

Rejoin wool and work across the sts 
for the other ear flap, dec 1 st at the beg 
of every row until 5 sts rem. Cont in 
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patt on these 5 sts for 2^ ins. Make 
buttonhole: Patt 2. ni 1. work 2 tog. patt 
1. Work 2 more rows, then cast off. 

THE BOOTEES 

Commence at the foot. 

Using No 10 needles, cast on 39 sts. 

1st and alt rows: K. 

2nd row: K 1 , inc into next st (by k 
twice into st). k 16. inc. k I, inc. k 16. 
inc, k 1. 

4th row: K 1, inc. k 18. inc. k 1, inc. 
k 18, inc, k 1. 

6th row: K 1. inc. k 20. inc. k 1, inc. 
k 20. inc, k 1. 

8th row: K 1 , inc, k 22. inc. k 1 . inc. 
k 22, inc, k 1. 

10th row: K 1, inc, k 24. inc. k 1. inc. 
k24. inc, k 1. (59 sts). 

11th row: K. 

K 8 rows without shaping. 
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COMMENCE INSTEP SHAPING 


1st row: K 34. k 2 tog, turn. 

2nd row: SI 1, p 9, p 2 tog, turn. 

3rd row: SI 1, k 9, k 2 tog. turn. 

4th row: SI I, p 9, p 2 tog, turn. 

Rep these last 2 rows until the sts are 

reduced to 39, turn and k to end of row. 

Next row: (wsf). P across all sts. 

Make Ribbonholes: K 1. * m 1, k 2 
tog; rep from * to end. 

Next row: P. 

Now work in double moss st as given 
for helmet for 2 ins. then work 8 rows in 
k 1, p 1 rib and cast off. Make another 
bootee the same. 

THE MITTENS 

Using No 10 needles, cast on 37 sts 
and work 16 rows in double moss st as 
given for helmet. 

Cant on page 13

1st row: K 9, * m 1, k 2 tog tbs, k 3, 
k 2 tog. m 1, k 8; rep from * ending with 
k 9, instead of k 8. 

2nd and every alt row: K 5. p until 5 
sts rem, k 5. 

3rd row: K 10, * m 1, k 2 tog tbs, k 1, 
k 2 tog, m I, k 10; rep from * to end. 

5th row: K 11, * m 1, si 1, k 2 tog, 
psso, m 1, k 12; rep from * ending with 
k 11, instead of k 12. 

7th row: K 9, * k 2 log tbs. (k 1, m 1) 
twice, k I. k 2 tog, k 8; rep from * end¬ 
ing with k 9, instead of k 8. 

9th row: As 7th row. 

10th row: As 2nd row. 


These 10 rows form the patt. 

Cont in patt as now set until work 
measures 4? ins, ending with a wrong 
side row and dec 1 st at the end of the 
last row. (84 sts). 


SHAPE FOR CROWN 


1st row: * K 10, k 2 tog; rep from * 
to end. 

2nd and every alt row: P. 

3rd row: 111 K 9, k 2 tog; rep from * to 
end. 

5th row: * K 8, k 2 log; rep from * to 
end. 

Cont in this way, working 1 st less be¬ 
tween the decreasings on every alt row 
until 2 sts are being knitted tog all along 
the row. Break wool, thread through rem 
sts and fasten off securely. 

THE BOOTEES 

Commence at the loot. 

Using No 12 needles, cast on 43 sts. 

1st row: K 1, inc into next st, k 18, inc, 
k 1, inc, k 18, inc, k 1. 

2nd and every alt row: K. 

3rd row: K 1. inc, k 20, inc, k 1. inc, 
k 20, inc, k 1. 

5th row: K 1, inc. k 22. inc, k 1, inc. 
k 22, inc, k 1. 

7tli row: K I, inc, k 24. inc, k 1, inc, 
k 24, inc, k 1. 

9th row: K I, inc, k 26, inc, k 1, inc. 
k 26, inc, k 1. 

K 9 rows in garter st. 


COMMENCE INSTEP SHAPING 


1st row: K 37, k 2 log, turn. 

2nd row: SI 1, p 11. p 2 tog, turn. 

3rd row: SI 1, k 11. k 2 tog, turn. 

4th row: SI 1, p 11, p 2 tog, turn. 

Rep the last 2 rows until there are 43 
sts on the needle, then turn, and with 
right side of instep facing, k to end. 
Work 3 rows in garter st.

2nd and every alt row: K 1, p to the 
last st, k I. 

3rd row: K 5, * m I, k 2 tog tbs. k I, 
k 2 tog, m 1, k 10; rep from * ending 
with k 5. instead of k 10. 

5th row: K 6, * m 1, si 1, k 2 tog. psso, 
m 1, k 12; rep from * ending with k 6, 
instead of k 12. 

7th row: K 4. * k 2 tog tbs, (k 1, m 1) 
twice, k 1. k 2 tog. k 8; rep from * end- 
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ing with k 4, instead of k 8. 

9th row: As 7th row. 

10th row: As 2nd row. 

These 10 rows form the patt. Rep 
them once more. (20 rows in all). 

Work 8 rows in garter st, working tog 
every 8th and 9th st on the 1st row. (40 
sts). 

Cast off loosely. Make another bootee 
the same. 


MAKE UP 


Press work lightly with a warm iron 
over a damp cloth. Join the back seam 
of the bonnet and sew on ribbons. Join 
leg and foot seams of the bootees. Thread 
with ribbon.

3rd row: K. I, inc. k 22, inc, k I, inc. 
k 22, inc, k I. 

5th row: K I. inc. k 24, inc. k I. inc, 
k 24, inc, k 1. 


7th row: K 1 , inc, k 26. inc, k I, inc, 
k 26, inc, k I. 

9th row: K I, inc, k 28, inc, k I. inc, 
k 28, inc, k 1.
